7. (Original) A method of dispensing to create a formulation, utilizing at lease on : material 
reservoir cylinder for containing a material bag, a supply tube from the reservoir cylin ier to a 
valve, and the aforementioned valve, comprising: 

utilizing the valve to direct material from a bag in the cylinder sent through the supply 
tube to a receiving container. 

8. (Previously Presented) A material bag assembly comprising: ■ 
a compressible material bag with an opening and at least one corner, the at leeu t one j 
corner defining a delta seal; and j 
a bag spout sized to fit to the opening. 

9. (New) A formulation dispenser comprising: 
at least one material container for containing material to be dispensed, 
a pressure responsive valve that will open rollingly to control the flow of ma terial lb be 

dispensed, and 

a sensor for detecting the material discharged through the pressure responsive ■ 'alve. 

10. (New) The formulation dispenser of claim 9 further comprising: 
a receiving container, and j 
a scale for detecting the amount of material discharged through the pressure resporjsive 

valve. 

11. (New) The formulation dispenser of claim 9 further comprising a hum; n/mac bine 
interface. 
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12. (New) The formulation dispenser of claim 9 wherein the material ccntaiier further 
includes a material bag. ;

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20. (New) The formulation dispenser of claim 20 further comprising an actuator 1 or exerting 
pressure on the material to be dispensed. 
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
